Sorry U-High not for sale! 


Three months before U-High's 
76-77 school season was to 
end, the students and faculty 
gathered at an assembly to hear 
of the possible phasing out of 
the lab schools in Normal. The 
Illinois Office of Education 
(IOE) deemed the contracts 
between ISU and District 87 
and District 5 not in the spirit of 
the law, and if they chose to 
contract again, their funds 
would be cut. This meant that 
$486,000 of contract money 
would be lost to the lab 
schools. Immediately, the stu¬ 
dents banded together and 


SOS (Save Our Schools) com¬ 
mittees were formed. Their 
courses of action included let¬ 
ter writing, circulating petitions, 
and printing T-shirts with the 
slogan "Endangered Species, 
U-High Students". A press con¬ 
ference was held in Stroud Au¬ 
ditorium with students from 
Metcalf and U-High and alumni 
supplying answers to questions 
asked by T.V. news stations and 
newspapers. At first, progress 
was slow and it showed to be 
disheartening, but finally in 
May, the new contracts were 
signed. The students had won.
